war was to cut off from the world's market the sugar of the 
Central Powers.

To provide ships to bring this 
sugar here—or to Europe—would withdraw them from ,the 
more important business of carrying our soldiers and their 
supplies overseas, as Mr. Hoover has pointed out. 


„ The nation-wide movement to save the fruit crop last sea- 
son greatly increased the use of sugar. While the quantity 
in the sugar bowl was for this and other reasons lessened, 
this sugar is wisely stored as food in preserved fruits, jams 
and jellies. 


"Every Jar of fruit preserved adds that much to our in- 


surance of victory, adds that much to hasten the end of 
this conflict." 


Because of the increased demand for sugar, more sugar 


cane has been planted in Cuba. Porto Rico, Hawaii and 
Louisiana, the chief sources from which the United States 
gets cane sugar.

WORLDS^FOOD SHORTAGE. 


Our people might well reflect on 


the 
patient 
frugality 
by 
which 


Japan has become a sreat nation, 
though living on a small group of 
islands with poor soils. They fought 
and financed a great war, and have 
grown to a great industrial nation, 
on a diet mostly of rice, root crops, 
barley, vegetables and fish. 


In Great Britain the farmers are 


alread~y growing six months' -wheat 
supply on their cramped territory, j 
They expect to be able very nearly 
ta feed themselves in 1918. Yet our 
country 
with its vast acres can 


scarcely raise its own food. 


Beans with their rich oils and 


proteins are a splendid war-time sub- 
stitute for meat. Potatoes form 68 
per cent of the food of Germany, 
Austria and Russia. 
The Germans 


have certainly demonstrated on this | 
diet their physical ability. 


Rice is the staple of the Chinese 


empire, a nation of hard-working 
industry. 
Our rice production has 


tripled in five years, and our people 
are fast learning its value. 
Wheat 


has only three-fourths the nutrition 
of cleaned rice. 
The difficulty is 


that rice production requires exten- 
sive plants for irrigation and other 
equipment. 
In these times it is not 


easy to find capital for such Develop- 
ment. 


It may be remarked that the 


world's 
food 
shortage 
will 
not 


wholly end when the war closes, 
though that will afford some relief. 
There are causes even more funda- 
mental than the great war. We 
need 
scientific 
agriculture, 
home- 


gardening, intensive farming, more 
food-producers. 
And one of 
the 


greatest needs is the saving of more 
capital to put into farm enterprises 
and equipment. 
Every man who 


saves a dollar and puts it into 
enterprises that 
help 
agriculture, 


does something 
to relieve 
food- 


shortage. 


WINNING THE WAR. 


One of the most hopeful proposi- 


tions for beating the submarine is 
the depth bomb. The success of this 
weapon arises from the fact that 
you can't compress water. 
If you 


set off an explosive under water, the 
gas liberated has got to find its way 
somewhere. 
Manifestly great quan- 


tities of gas and water are thrown 
into very powerful motion, sufficient 
to crush the shell of a submarine if 
it is in the way. 


Four cubic feet of trinitrotoluel 


exploded will produce 40.000 cubic 
feet of gas. It is very easy to see 
what will become of a submarine if 
it happens to be within the range 
of all this enormous volume of ex- 
pansion. 
Five hundred pounts of 


this explosive, it is promised, will 
utterly destroy any submarine within 
125 feet of the discharge. 


This makes a submarine a fairly 


easy mark if it can be located and 


It can be depended upon that the 


most diligent readers of the testi-

It is always 


easier to look back and see errors 
than it is to forecast them.

democratic spirit the majority of the 
people accepted the judgment of 
congress and gave loyal support to;

tive work of the nation. The irre-

who appealed to the 


courts in an effort to overturn the 
law and play into the hands of the 
common enemy are in most instances 
downright traitors without the re- 
motest claims to respect. Their mo-

contemptible. 
They 


sought simply to take advantage of 
American institutions of justice and 
liberty that they might be free to 
continue their efforts 
to destroy 


them- 
The supreme court declares 


that all of the contentions raised in 
opposition to the draft law are "ab- 
solutely devoid of merit."

RAILROADS IN 1917. 


In 1917. for the first time in the 


history of railroading in the United 
States, nearly as great a mileage of 
railroad has been abandoned or torn 
up and sold for junk because its op- 
eration as unprofitable as the mile- 
age cf new railroad constructed, ac- 
cording to statistics compiled by the 
Railway Age and published in its 
annual statistical number. The mile- 
age of new line built was 962, which 
Is less than the new mileage built in 
any other vear since the Civil War 
except 1915, when 933 miles were 
constructed. 


On the other hand, railroad oper- 


ation was abandoned on 942 miles 
of line and in addition there were 
396 miles of road which the owners 
had asked permission from 
state 


commissions or legislatures to aban- 
don. 
Moreover, this latter 
figure 


does not represent all of the road 
which would be taken 
up 
if 
the 


owners could get permission. 
The 


Railway Age has kept a record for 
35 years of new railroad 
construc- 


tion and in one year this amounted 
to over 6,000 miles. 
In a number 


of years it has 
been 
over 
5,000 


miles and since 1910 it has been as 
follows- 1910, 4,122; 1911, 3.066; 
1912, 2,997: 1913, 3,071; 1914, 1.- 
532; 1915, 933; 1916, 1,098. 
But 


never before has it seemed worth 
while keeping a record of the few 
miles of 
logging 
road 
or 
spur 


tracks which have been taken up. In 
1917. however, there were 451 miles 
of railroad actually taken up or in 
process of being taken up and sold 
for junk.

We 


take no stock in the oft-repeated 
statement that working people grow 
careless because they feel that if they 
are injured they will be compen- 
sated. There never was anything in 
the statement; men and women do 
not suffer mutilation or take haz- 
ards because they feel that if killed 
or injured they will receive a meas- 
ure of pay. 


But it is a fact that working men 


will not pay as much attention to 
warnings as they should. 
The fac- 


tories have many devices for prevent- 
ing accidents. 
Some of them go to 


great expense in instructing 
their 


emoloves how to avoid injury. 
But 


accidents happen despite all of these 
devices, and in face of the warnings 
and instructions given. No one need 
be here condemned for the great 
army of men and women who were 
injured 
in Ohio last year. -The

clearing house to the effect that ap- 
proximately 2200 orders had been 
handled since the clearing house was 
opened for approximately 2000 tons 
of coal, and that at the present 
time they were but two days behind 
in the filling of orders for jnine-run 
coal and four days on lump.

The fuel administration committee 
has been exceptionally busy during 
the last several weeks endeavoring 
to furnish an adequate supply of 
coal, not only for Newark but for 
all Licking county, their only desire 
being to secure sufficient coal so 
that there might be rto suffering or 
the' closing of any local plants due 
to lack, of fuel. 


The coal clearing house is conduct-
